We enjoyed a pleasant trip from Antioch 
through Summerville, Clayton, Pachero, 


‘Walnut Creek, and Lafayette. These towns 


lie in a somewhat crescent form around the 
most remarkable mountain on the coast of 
California,®a mountain,: magnificent, ro- 
mantic, beautiful, and solitary,—first seen, 
of all lands on approaching our noble har- 
bor—but withal, a mountain debased by 
the wickedest name in the American lan- 
guage. It differs little if it is varnished 
over in Spanish syllables, the name is the 
Devil: nothing more, nothing less.: It may 
be said, it is a name, and to the pure all 


| things are pure, so that none but the cor 
\ rupt will have suggested any thing but 


\pure asseverations. ’Tis a false assertion, 


_ pbsitively false, as though coming from the 


Evil one himself. For the pure hate, and 
must hate, impurity. They have no moral 
right o familiarize themselves with it, so 
as . hate it. Only in obedience to 
stern duty should they seek any connection 
with it even in name, and then with in- 
creasing disgust of it. We know that 
names chosen prove the character of those 
who choose them. We know that if a pa- 
rent names his son Jeff Davis, he is positiv- 
ely rebel at heart. We equally know that 
those who name admirable scenes after the 
devil, have got more or less of the devil in 
them. But the wicked name of this noble 
mountain was never given it by the Span- 
iards, or by the Indians. It was given 
by early Americans, through a misunder- 


standing of a Mexican name, which by 


them was somewhat properly applied to a 
place, some nine miles to the north A 
grove is, among the California-Mexicans, 


- called “ monte,” -and, nine miles to the north 


‘of this mountain, the Mexicans verily be- 
lieved that they once saw, in a dark night, 
the devil himself hovering, in terrible feat- 
ures, over a patch of willows. Hence they 
naturally called this willow -patch, the 
“Grove of the Devil”, or “Monte del 
Diablo.” This was all right enough with 
them ; 
pleased with the devilish name and suppos- 
ing in their ignorance, that “ monte” meant 
mountain, took up the name for this finest, 
noblest, largest, most conspicuous and first- 
visible mountain on our coast, and have 
ever since called it so. 
wicked creature to whom the name is ap- 
Propriate, and spurn the use of the name 
for anything noble or good on earth. -The 
Indians did have a splendid name for this 
magnificent mountain. We found but one 
of these old lords of the land, said to pum- 
ber the great age of one hundred and fil-

this fine region was first taken possession 
of by Americans, seeking some remote re- 
gion where they might not be. disturbed.

Scenes in a Freedman’s Court. 


A correspondent of Jndependent writes : 


At Nashville we were delighted with the 
working of the Freedmen’s Bureau, under 
Gen. C. B. Fisk, assistant commissioner. 
Pre-eminently this is a bureau of justice ; 
coming in between the freedmen and their 
enemies, on the one side, and the Govern-. 
ment on the other, it is a most useful de- 
partment. Having had the opportunity of 


-observing for a few days the working of this | 


division, I was constrained to characterize 
Gen. Fisk as a Protector. He is solving 
the problem of labor; he has on hand ap- 
plications for eighteen thousand laborers ; 
he cannot furnish one-third of the number ; 
he has sent out*thirty-eight hundred labor- 
ers in thirty-two days. He has ten thousand 
of the colored children, in Tennéssee, in 
school, and two thousand in Nashyille. He 
is securing schools on plantations, as some 
of the planters are learning the wisdom of 
educating their laborers. He-bas a Court, 
in which Captain Lawrence is Judge, for 
the rendering of justice toward the black 
man. ~He has a Legislature, as he calls it, 
an advisory council, consisting of twelve of 
the educated and well-to-do colored men of 
the city. I had the pleasure of waiting 
upon its deliberations. With a black man 
in the chair, business was dispatched in a 
way to stimulate the other legislature upon 


Captain Hill, lest it should be surpassed ; 


indeed, one of the members of the latter 
said that this was the case already there. 
The ten men who were present when I was 
in, pay taxes on two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. ‘ Can’t take care of 
themselves?” Many curious incidents oc- 
cur at Gen, Fisk’s headquarters. One or 
Two. <A lady comes in, wearing silks, sat- 
in, and feathers. ‘“* You have my land, and

Up in Macon Co., 
a negro stole a pig 
Justice, who was a blacksmith, with his an- 
vil for a bar. By the old State law, the 
negro is sentenced to thirty-nine lashes for 
the theft, five for lying, and bis mother is 
sentenced to five Jashes for eating of the 
pig. The constable lays on the lashes lust- 
ily. Both officers were brought before 
Gen. Fisk. They confessed that they did 
not know that slavery was abolished ;_ had 
not heard of these things. The Gen, told 
them that he could fine them one hundred 
dollars and send them to jail for punishing 
the negro. The Justice admitted that they 
ought to pay the fine for not- knowing any 
more, but he did not want to go to jail 
The Gen. let him off with the fine—in lieu 
of money in hand, took the joint note of the 
officers and their witnesses, for the amount, 
which he received while I was there. The 
Justice, on leaving, wanted a paper con- 
taining the law, that he might enlighten his 
neighbors. He was furnished with a pack- 
age of papers, which he rammed into his 
old saddle bags. Another. A woman ap-

her master, who has turned her off without 
provision for their support. He is sum- 
moned before Justice Lawrence. Her affi- 
davit was read. The father proposes to 
settle, and is let, off with the payment of 
five hundred and forty dollars, the penalty.

- The Riot of Women. 

Under this caption the Round Table dis- 
cusses with vehement earnestness the un- 
bounded extravagance of women. There 
is no sign of the times, it declares, more 
full of dread omen to the nation. Their 
reckless desire for prodigal display is both 
shameful and astounding. They riot in 
wanton waste, seemingly without a thought 
for propriety or decency. It is a disgrace 
to the taste of the country, a dishonor to 
the men who have so recently died on bat- 
tle-fields, and a reproach to every woman 
in the land, who, in any way, countenances | 
the wicked contagion. The vilest and pu- 
rest appear side by side on the street, in 
the social assemblage, and at public gath- 
erings, tinseled alike in gilt and garnish.

With scarcely a thought they 
yielded subservience to a land wholly alien 
to us in morals, religion, political and social 
life, and not the least of all, in climate. 
But it did not seem that so much of imita- 
tion, reckless waste, and useless display, 
could pussibly survive.the sad discipline of 
a great war. And when our literature came 
out of the ordeal, clothed with nobler life 
and sturdier form, it gave cause for hope, 
that the taste and babits of the women of 
the land would also be of a purer and more 
provident character. How. delusive was 


‘the hope, the wild dissipations of the past 


summer and the rush at the recent displays 
of the fashionmongers, too well attest.— 
There is indeed a danger before us, and 
every interest demands that it be fairly met 
before it shall be too late. : 
Jt commences a spirited article with this 
solemn admonition to the women of Amer- 
ica, which they do, indeed, need to ponder : 
“-Do the women of this country under- 
stand whither these things lead, and upon 
what rock their foolish extravagance will 
wreck them? It can be nothing short of 
hetairism and the breaking up of the laws 
of social life.

“The Devil's Flag.” 


.Some years ago, one of our missionary 
magazines in giving an interesting account 
of the conversion to Christianity of a high 
caste Brahmin of India, stated, as a good 
test of the new convert’s sincerity, the fol- 
lowing fact: A Christian friend, knowing 
that the Hindoo custom of wearing the hair 
long and fastened with sacred flowers in a 
knot at the back of the head, was closely 
conajected with eertain acts of idolatrous 
worship, advised the Brahmin to cut off his 
hair at once, and thus demonstrate to every 
one that he had really ceased to be an idol- 
ator. To this suggestion the convert read- 
ily replied: “ Yes, certainly, for it is the 


‘devil’s flag.” Accordingly, the ‘hair was 


immediately cut off. But no sooner was it 


nized the old idolater as the same man they 
had known, 60 entirely had the removal of 
the “devil’s flag” changed his whole ap- 
pearance. 

As I was recently reading this fact, my 
éhoughts at once reverted to certain con- 
verts I once knew among the people of my 
charge, who, when they professedly entered 


the school and service of Christ, did not 


remove the devil’s fag. I will name onl 
three, all of them young men. 
The first appeared very well for a time; 
was ardent, active, and prompt in religious 
duties; and had it not been for one thing, 
all would have spoken of him as a young 
Christian of unusual promise. That one 
thing was “ the devil’s flag” in the shape 
of a very intimate and persjstent attach- 
ment to,.and &Ssociation with, an artful and 
bitter enemy of evangelical truth and piety, 
whose influence over him could not fail ‘to 
be pernicious. The young man was warned of 
this danger, and earnestly advised to cut off 
the old flag at once; but he invariably per- 


done, than even his friends searcely recog-| 
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sisted that. it was not necessary, that he 
knew how far he could go and when he 
should stop, and that it was both needless 
and unkind to apply to his sincerity as a 
Christian such a test. Accordingly, we 


soon began to see, both within and without — 


the church, significant looks that ever 
seemed to say: “ Ah, that young convert 
can’t be relied on; there will, by and by, 
be trouble with him, for-he had not cut off 
the devil’s flag.” 
And so it proved. He soon deserted his 


school, and in Christian circles; and ere 
long left us with flying colors, the most 
prominent of which was, and has for years’ 
since been, the “ devil’s flag.” 
The second case was that of a young 
man who had been somewhat addicted to 
bad habits, or, at least, to one bad habit. 
After his supposed conversion, he very 
manifestly reformed, and though still weak 
in other respects, on the whole appeared: 
honest, and expressed a very decided pur- 
pose of leading thencetorward a religious 
life, and seeking his friends and pleasure in 
Christian society. This he persevered in 
doing: for months; but it was evident to 
discerning eyes that something was wrong. 
Inquiry was made. Again and again he 
was kindly conversed with, and advised 
with regard to his religious experience and 
‘purposes. He was always frank and free 
to express his feeling, except upon one 
point. -That one point was the necessity of 
removing the last vestige of the old flag 
which had sometimes painfully reminded 
his friends of a certain old and bad habit. 
He was ever sure that he could “now” 
govern himself, and why should he be so

radical as to cut the old idol flag clean off, 


and ostentatiously throw it away, as if he 
were not to be trusted, and not now independ- 
ent of any such danger! - 

Alas, he did not cut it off; but years ago, 
he went down toan early and miserable 
grave, with the devil’s flag floating victo- 
riously over him. ‘And, to this day, I can- 
not think of that grave, without seeming to 
see the old flag still wavering over him. 

The third case was that of a young man 
just entering upon the cares and excite- 
ments and whirls of secular enterprise:. He 
had many excellencies, but had long been 
known as a youth “ bound to be rich,” and 


he was able to set up for bimself. His 
conversion, which at length occurred in a 
revival, seemed genuine, and gave great 
joy to many who had prayed for him, and 
thought that such energy and business tact, 
if consecrated to Christ, would, with God’s 
blessing, make him a very efficient and use- 
tul member of the church. Like the other 
young men, he united with the church, and 
so far as others could judge, would have 
continued to appear well, it it had not been 
for the occasional appearance on his prem- 
ises, of the old flag, with the old inscrip- 
tion: “ Bound to be rich.” That; early 
excited apprehension. And it is sad to say, 
that the apprehension was not without rea- 
son. The devil’s flag has been flying over 
him in every. breeze, year after year, ever 


ing constantly and fearfully poorer and 
poorer in religious consistency, benevolence, 
usefulness and enjoyment, all the while.
